Science fiction going domestic - like eas how what happens when bombs-away (atom- 
ic) hit @ normal household? There is Gladys, waiting for her husband to make his way back 
to Westchester, N.Y., trying to keep her older daughter, Berbie, in place, waiting for news 
of her son, Tom (via radio found to be in the Army), and trying to keep her youngest, Ginny, 
from knowing too much of what is going on. Her other problems include 4 suspected maid,an 
acquaintance, drunk but radioactively poisoned, a high school teacher, also poisoned, also 
suspect, but a present help, in all the terrifying, unfamiliar crises that arise. How she 
brings her household through threats of evacuation, of tightly organized governmental con- 
trols, of possible sickness to her two daughters, of fear for her husband, of a neighbor's 
too-close scrutiny - add up to a woman's page special in a new field. Better - at least 
not worse - than you think.

Sidney, William Farrar, Straus 
THE GOOD TIDINGS $3.00 


While novels with a religious theme and a Biblical background are not selling 
at quite the rate they were a year ago, this novel is enough better than the average in 
that field to be a reasonably safe bet. The story tells of the period leading up to 
Jesus’ ministry, with John the Baptist as focus, but with a broad sweep of the many facets 
of life in Palestine, the internal conflicts, the underground currents, the scheming pol- 
itics played in court, the venality of the religious hierarchy, the power of cults, the 
gropings for a ray of light in the darkmess. The political and social and economic pic- 
ture is tremendously revealing; the thread of story- John's mission and ultimate death; 
Miriem, his childhood friend, and her tortured career, culminating in baptism and repent- 
ance for 4 role never wholly accepted; the new slant on the Salome story, and on the 
Barabbas character- these are sometimes submerged in multiplicity of subplots. But the 
whole forms an intricate web - and gives a fresh sense of discovery in which familiar 
figures of the Gospel story play their parts. Sometimes there is a slowing of pace of 
story, as the author injects extraneous material and takes poetic license with the mood 
of story. But there's so much that is new, so much that demands interest, that the book 
as & whole is worth special.attention. Some readers may feel a lack of emotional quality 
in either story or characters, but the lively sense of shared history will compensate for 


most.

Alderman, Clifford Lindsey Appleton-Century-Crofts 
THE ARCH OF STARS $3.00 


A long first novel whose easy flow manages to keep a large historical panorama 
and wealth of characters well in hand. A tempestuous meeting between Jared French and 
Arabella Druce, minister's son and tavern keeper's daughter, forces them both to leave 
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Millbrook, Connecticut, in the 1770's. Jared moves on to the New Hampshire land grants to 
carve his future from the wilderness and Arabella departs for New York where her beauty and 

cunning have soon gained her riches and an equal amount of notoriety but failed to erase ’ 
the memory of Jared. Becoming involved with Ethan Allen and his Green Mountain boys and i 
working to build a homestead suitable for Ruth who shares his pioneering spirit, Jared's 4 
path criss-crosses with Arabella's again and again to no avail. The siege of Quebec and 
Arabella's activities as a British spy offer her a number of chances to repay Jared, now 
fully a soldier in the revolutionary cause, for his scorn but Ruth and the Revolutionists } 
have history and the novelist on their side.

Mannin, Ethel Appleton-Century-Crofts | 
BAVARIAN STORY $3.00 


A story told on @ pre-war and post-war level, the setting a Bavarian village 
near Munich, the characters those anti-Nazis who suffered first at the hands of the blus- ) 
tering newcomers to power, then - with their fellow-Germans, the aftermath of war and the 
occupation. The first two thirds of the book, with a closeup of the brooding menace of 
Nazism, the mockery made of things sacred, the enforcing of membership in various state 
organizations, the interference with liberty of thought and action, recalls rather vividly 
the atmosphere and mood of Feuchtwanger's memorable The Oppermanns, and reminds us that 
the insidious worm of totalitarianism operates by devious methods. Miss Mannin’s earlier 
Late Have I Loved Thee, while wholly different in theme and setting, shares with this the 
dominance of the Catholic theme - in Bavarian Story a vital factor in life and death. 
Gabriel Weber, organist and music teacher, tied to a good-for-nothing wife, and the tenu- 
ous, almost fragmentary love story in which young Lucia Freyer plays the part of a silent, 

g worshipping girl who knows marriage is not to be mentioned, provides the central theme. 
Weber is railroaded into Dachau, and eventually- in part II (after the war) reappears, a 
changed and saddened man. How much of the change is due to his war experiences, how much 
to his discovery that Lucia has an American G.I. admirer, the Freyers do not kmow. And 
when Lucia becomes engaged to Michael Gerahty, Gabriel is silenced. But not the priests: 
It is really their intervention that ultimately persuades Michael to make the break~ and 
shoulder the onus of faithlessness to love. An unconvincing finale, for a story that has 
much to recommend it in its faithful portrait of village people caught in the maw of a 
system- and 4 war.

Dogbolt, Barnaby Dutton 
MAIDEN VOYAGE $3.00 


The effects of a trip to England on a deflated ego are revealed in the travels of 
Professor Saltmarsh, and display once in a while amusing, though generally dull to deadly 
racontage. For Salty, scared by a visiting English poet's nymphomaniac wife, by approach- 
ing middle age, by loss of prestige, wins a Guggenheimer scholarship to write the biography 
of a little known English poet. En route his encounters include 4 not too scrupulous pro- 
prietary medicine vendor, (gangster-type from South Carolina), twins, a vicar and his or- 
ganist daughter, Pamela, assorted dignitaries and lesser fry of Ughtre (source of informa- 
tion on the long-lost poet, Charnelhouse), bits of Anglo-American relations, and more than 
@ touch of mad-whackery. There are some well-touched off firecrackers of literary pre- 
tensions, scholastic uppishness, international friction - the whole winds up with Salty a 
better man for his elbow-rubbing with the various types of another world, and another 
culture. Perseverance here will prove something - but not always funny.

Kelland, Clarence Budington Harper 
STOLEN GOODS $2.75,— 


Another fluffy concoction from the expert handler of lightweight fiction which 
has its quota of entertainment in the story of department store adventure. Socialite 
Sherry Madigan gets snuggled into the advertising department and her abysmally, uninhibited 
naturalness keeps her pointer-keen on an unknown corpse, the mystery surrounding the lin- 
ens section (whose assistant takes a long time to learn he is Her Man) and the complicated 
tie-in with outside interested parties. Talking scrambled, but thinking solid, Sherry en- 
lists the store detective, gumshoes around and about her definitely unacceptables, and 
unties the rackets involved (murders, theft, blackmail) and also ties-up and woo-woos (in 
telegraphese) her reluctant bride-groom to be. Good going on the old fall guy theme, this 


is chipper-chat. 


Mlaker, Frank Harper 
HE, THE FATHER $3.00 


* A parable of fathers and sons, this is the story of a man driven to misery and 
violent death by the weight of an ancient and tribal guilt. Land was wealth in the poor 
village, in what is now Yugoslavia, from which Osip Princevich came to America in the early 
twenties. The old, owning the land, held the young in unnatural subjugation - but in the 
rigid mores of the village, who defied his father, defied God Himself. Therefore, when 
Osip robs his father to go to America with his wife, Lenka, although a steady job, a house 
and a son become his, the dream of a vengeful "black beast”, which in his guilt, hate and 
love is his father, obsesses him. In his brooding, frenzied search for material security 
to protect him from his loneliness, Osip loses Lenka as she struggles for independence, 
and his son whom he is not free to love. Finally Osip, ill and carried in a “basket" 
stretcher, returns to his village - to his fear-ridden, suspicious brothers and the hatred 
of the people who remembered his sin. In flashbacks which reveal the peculiar nature of 
his relationship with his father and in episodes of mounting tension as the rage of the 
village kindles, the dream fragments are pieced together in a terrible montage of reality. 
Retribution and final punishment come to Osip as the villagers, driven by a frenzy of 
hatred at the outcast, trample him to death. Although the prose is pedestrian, the story ~_ 
at times shows the work of a serious, creative imagination. Heavy-handed on symbolism, 
but compelling in emotional scope, this should have both a special and popular market.

Steele, Wilbur Daniel Doubleday 
DIAMOND WEDDING $3.00 


Gowd Skinner's story is a story of a segment of the building of the American West, 
the West of the mountain men, the gold seekers, the cattlemen and the home makers. Gowd 
was all of these and more, but throughout his checkered career, he was a man of mystery, 
even to those closest to him, unpredictable in mood and action, taciturn, unlettered, 
restive under restraint, and loving only one woman, gently reared Hope, who had braved 
the mountains she hated to seek out her fiance, while her pious uncle Amos still lived to 
forward the search. Gowd met her, at successive moments of despair- and out of these 
meetings came their union, its unhallowed state unknown to all but one of their intimates, 
nor ever known to their offspring who gave them in their "diamond wedding" celebration, 
the finest wedding they had ever dreamed of having. Their years together spanned years 
of the opening west, and the pressures of the gold fever, the bitterness engendered by the 
cloud of war and its aftermath,the stormy issues of the cattle lands, the mushrooming- 
and dying- of towns throughout the Colorado region which Steele knows so well. Character- 
ization and plot have much of haunting vigor and beauty and originality. A terse, often 
inverted style, may serve to reflect the shades of Skinner's perceptions, now clean cut, 
now confused ~- and perhaps the rhythms of his labored speech. It takes away from pace of 
story, however, and sets up an often disturbing barrier for the reader. Steele is known as 
& great short story writer; this type of novel seems a departure even from The Girl from 
Memphis which reflected another facet of the West. 
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Moravia, Alberto Farrar, Straus 
TWO ADOLESCENTS $2.75 


Two short novels which again display much of the scrupulous realism which gave 
The Woman of Rome its favorable critical reception, and the explicit sexual detail which i 
undoubtedly attracted a popular audience. These stories of two boys, Agostino and Luca, 
illustrate with accuracy rather than charm all that is frustrated, furtive and rather ri- 
diculous in the adolescent- physically and intellectually inflamed by passion. Agostino 
suffers palpably because of his mother- as he watches her flirtation with a young man, 
later spies on her, is tormented by her, repelled by her, and has the final humiliation 7 
of being turned down when he attempts to attain full masculine status. Luca, on the other M 
hand, goes through a period of resistance and rebellion at home, indifference at school, 
evades seduction at the hands of his cousins' governess but finally- after a long illness 
and a desire to die, is initiated by an aging nurse... There are times- and this is one 
of them- when puberty is a very unattractive age.

Hale, Garth Dutton 
ONE BIG FAMILY $3.00 


By the author of This Pounding Wheel The Victory of Paul Kent etc., this new 
novel has the same verbatim quality, is again a story of plain people and common circum- 
stances. This concerns itself with the Nalls- one big and average family in a middle- ’ 
western town; Joseph Nall, a successful businessman and Christine, efficient as a club- \ 
woman; their parents, old, unwanted and resentful; their children- Bob and Betty. There 
is Joseph's shameful evasion in a scraps over a colored girl; Betty's jilting of her pro- 
per, prominent fiance when she runs away with an entertainer to dance in a cabaret; Bob's 
love for Lucy- whom he cannot afford to marry; the death of first Andrew, and then of 
Lina, tired and timid.... A transcript which offers fidelity rather than sympathy, this 
will not attract an audience wider than that of the earlier books.

Fitts, Sister Mary Pauline, G.N.S.H. Doubleday : 
HANDS TO THE NEEDY: Mother d’Youville, Apostle to the Poor $3.00 


Predominantly inclined towards a religious book audience in its subject and in 

its treatment which is inspirational, this is the story of Canada's Marie Marguerite | 
d'Youville who dedicated her life to the service of others. Sent to the Ursuline Convent 

in Quebec for two years, the influence there was a formative one on her deeply devout 
temperament. Marrying (a marriage of "reason" rather than “inclination") Francois d‘'You- 
ville, she was quickly disillusioned in her husband who proved to be crude, callous and 
self-absorbed and who died leaving her with six children and many debts. Opening a store, | 
her success with the store enabled her to work among the poor as well, and she reorganized 
the General Hospital in Montreal, founded her order of Grey Nuns which met with initial 
prejudice but was finally sanctioned by the King as well as the Pope, and devoted the bal- 
ance of her life to the poor, the sick, the orphaned...

Per- 
sistent interest,a determination to sift the chaff from the wheat, has resulted in this per- | 
ceptive study of Tito, the man and the leader of Yugoslavia. A sympathetic- but fair- por- 
trait emerges, and the strength of Tito's sincere convictions regarding the ideals of Com- 
munism, his courageous differences with Stalin and Molotov and the Politburo, and his will- 
ingness to face consequences of his break in the interests of Yugoslavia, give one confidence 
in his winning through to a free Yugoslavia. Careful analysis of the grim period of civil 
war, between Chetniks and Partisans- thoughtful study of the pros and cons of relations with 
the Allies, with the Soviet, add immeasureably to the value of this book as a contribution 
to a relatively unexplored facet of today's history. This is not a personal biography, in 
the sense of human interest and anecdotal material.

Reischauer, Edwin O. Harvard Univ. Press 
THE UNITED STATES AND JAPAN $4.00 


Author of the excellent short history of Japan - Japan Past and Present (Knopf- 
1946), and a professor at Harvard, here expands his historical approach to encompass an in- 
formed and dispassionate analysis of the Japanese people, government, political, social and 
economic aspects of their life and philosophy, and the factors bearing upon relations with 
the United States, the occupation, and the revolutionary reforms now in process of being 
tested. Japan he feels is an essential factor in the balance of power in a divided world. 
Her inevitably slow economic recovery (he explores the basic reasons for this) makes her an 
ideological battleground of Asia, and the alternatives to success of our policy in Japan 
are not pleasant to consider. For the responsibility is ours; the sham facade of the Far 
Eastern Commission is torn aside; the barren soil for democracy is revealed. Demilitariza- 
tion - a viable economy- a democratic government, this is the three point program. Is it 
possible of realization? To this end, he presents a quick survey of the successive con- 
tacts with the West, the shifting phases of Japan's relations with the United States, the 
basic economic and social framework of Japanese life, - physical realities, psychology, 
postwar record, all receive due consideration. The miracle of Japan's prewar industriali- 
zation against odds is analyzed; its future revival explored; the elements in Japanese 
character studied in their bearing on the subject. Japan is going through a period of 
change and conflict, intensified by superimposed and radical changes of occupation. He 
feels that only those reforms that are rooted in prewar trends will last; the others are 
superficial front, whether it be demilitarization,disemberment of empire, political re- 
forms, educational reforms, social reforms, labor reforms. We have an exaggerated idea of 
our achievements. Only time- and the direction of the shift (now definitely again conser- 
vative) will determine. On the whole, a soundly reasoned piece of scholarship. Not easy 
reading, but rewardingly informative, and large in scope. 


McHugh, Vincent Random House 
PRIMER OF THE NOVEL $2.50 


A stimulating and provocative assemblage of definitions, theories and facts about 
fiction writing tested against the practice of acknowledged first rate professionals, this 
"primer" offers excellent (and controversial) reference and use for students, teachers and 
technicians in the field. Divided into three parts, this covers first, extensive defining 
of the concepts of novel writing, from the vocabulary to subject, material, treatment, pro- 
cess, themes, eto.; second, a follow-through on the course of a novel, from idea to finish- 
ed mss.; third, the novelist seen against his full background, from personality to business 
dealings, relations with his publisher and agent.

THE NEW FEDERALISM $5.00 


Judge Seabury belongs to the ranks of elder statesmen. He has been & good-per- 
haps even a great-citizen, and his book, expounding the carefully reasoned conclusions 
of a lifetime of public service is worth our respectful consideration. That it is ab- 
struse, at times very difficult reading for the average layman does not rule out its 
value for the student of economic and political law and philosophy. His conclusions, 
after an extensive exploration of the growth of state power,- the development from the 
theological and contract theories through the organic theory to the then revolutionary 
theory of the Russian Korkunov (that society and the individual were actually independ- 
ent of the state) - are that the state must be decentralized in the interests of humanity. 
He outlines those functions essential to the state- and the balance in the folkway func- 
tions. He feels that voluntary organizations (the extension of the cooperative assoc- 
iations) will meet most needs if their roles are not preempted by the state. Perhaps 
the most interesting part of the book deals with his exposures of some of the fallacies 
of so-called democracy, majority rule, the new developments in the nature of property, 
concepts of Sovereignty, etc. His outline of remedies actually offers little that is 
new, and boils down to a slight variation on international federalism- political, econ- 
omic, industrial. "The modern world can find its unity only by its peoples exerting 
themselves to secure voluntary industrial cooperation outside the sphere of the state..." 
The modern world moves in the direction of this new unity, despite evidence to the 
contrary, despite the threat of another ordeal of war. The people must think and act i 
for themselves. And the people of the U.S.A. must take the leadership....Extensively 
documented and footnoted. A book for students and thoughtful readers on political 


economy.

Primarily interested in the social implications of housing, the architect- 
author gives a sensible approach and plan for hopeful home builders. This is not a 
build-it-yourself book and although various examples of house plans are given as illus- 
trations one of the main points is the refutation of the ready-made plan. Believing 
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that your house must be individually designed to serve the needs of your particular family, 
Mr. Walsh advocates first determining the interests and needs of each member of the family 
and planning individual rooms based upon this information, instructions for model building 
and furniture sizes are given. After the individual rooms have been planned according to 
your own needs the location and comtour of your land should be the next consideration. 

The final step of correlating the individual rooms with the general orientation suggested 
by the land is of course the most difficult part and the advice and supervision of an 
architect is advocated. 250 drawings, sketches and photographs illustrate the text; 
however, the price is somewhat high considering the redundant material advice the book
